Tho evidence was heard at the homo of 
tho widow on West William street, and 
was as follows: 


G. M. Ruble, teacher at the Brush 


College school, testified: 
Had known 


the deceased about one week, aud saw 
him at 
10:30 a. m., May 
21. 
Ho 


was 
then 
rilling 
up some graves; 


talked 
to 
him 
about 
his 
work; 


he 
did 
not 
complain about 
feeling 


sick- did not see him after that until ho 
was found dead at about 3 p. m. Do not 
know the cause of his death, but think 
ho was unconscious when he fell. 
Do 


not know whether he moved after he 
fell or not. Cannot say whether 
life 


was extinct or not when found. He 
could not have laid there moro than 
15 or 20 minutes after he fell. 


Clarence White, u pupil at tho school, 


testified: Did not know deceased; first 
saw him at 2:15 p. m. I saw him again 
at 3 p. m. with a pitchfork lying across 
his stomach. I think he was dead then. 
His hat was burning. The teacher told 
me to go und call some men who were 
working on a bridge. Deceased was 
found lying on his hi;i-k with liis limbs 
drawn up and his liaiul-i by his side, 


Tho verdict was that Paul Smith 


camo to his death from n stroke of apo- 
plexy. The jurymen were Dr. II. D. 
Hoil, W. H. Kirkwood, A. G. Gallagher, 
Dr. E. B. Walston, E. S. Baker and H. 
P. Han thorn. 


It appears that Mr. Smith, who was 


an officer of Iho Spunglor Cemetery as- 
sociation, had been in tho habit of look- 
ing after tho grounds. Ho was there 
yesterday cleaning up and straightening 
things out. Ho had piled the trash :ind 
grass in littlo mounds, and then applied 
tho match; but tho lire got beyond his 
control, and in tho excitement growing 
out of lighting tho lire ho became pros- 
trated and died, Thero was no ono with 


him, and as ho fell in the firo he was 
moro or less burned about tho head. 


Mr. Smith leaves a widow in comfort- 


able circumstances. Ho was always in- 
dustrious und saving and had amassed

The Confederate Monument 


A good deal has been said in Grand 


Army circles about the proposed dedica- 
tion of a monument to tho Confederate 
deud in Chicago on Decoration Day. 
It 


is true tho monument is to be dedica- 
ted to memorialize those who died in a 
cnuso which, if successful, mount tho 
dcBtruction of tho Union. It is also 
true that they woro American citizens 
enjoying tho protection nnd liberties of 
tho government nt tho time they took a 
Holdier'Bouth to destroy the government, 
But it is ulao true that thoio was great 
cause for tho revolution which resulted 
in tho organization of this government 
and that Circut Britain did all in its 
power 
to 
prevent 
tho 
success 
of 


tho 
revolution, not ovon hesitating to 


hire Hessians and Indiana to aid it, 
And yet notwithstanding this fact, if 
fjrent Britain were to iiak permission to 
erect a monument at Yorktown or Bos- 
ton to commoriiorato those who repre- 
sented that government in tho conflict, 
no ono would make serious objection 
providing it were dono in a modest man- 
ner, and was made entirely free from 
anything humiliating to our govern 
ment. 


Tho name rulo applies to tho dedica- 


tion of a monument to tho Confederate 
dead in Chicago. There cannot justly 
bo any objection to thono living com- 
rades 
who fought 
with them, even 


though tho cause was treasonable and 


bad, 
remembering them in nong and 


story and by monument. So long us 
there iu no elfort to iriBiilt tho nation by 
lauding tho indefensible causo by referr- 
ing to it MB having beonconatitutional.and 
fought in tho interest of liberty and by tho 
display of Confederate flags, there should 
be no objection.

The Chicago Tribune: The Milwau- 


kee Sentinel is publishing a serious of 
articles giving the principal facts in the 
listory ol money in the United States. 
Its fifth article on the subject begins 
with the statement that "the 
period 


rom 1834 down to!873is usually termed 
the gold standard period." and then 
states as the reason that the mint ratio 
Detween tho money metals permitted 
;old to circulate, but the discrimination 
in favor of gold" caused the owners of 
silver to export it or to soil it for manu- 
facture into silverware. This is a state- 
ment that ought not to escape the at- 
tention of Coin's Financial Fool. 
It 


scorns that during very nearly the last 
half of tho time he claims "we had both 
gold and silver as money walking arm in 
arm in tho United States mints" (page 
18), tho country was so exclusively on 
tho gold basis that those years formed 
what was usually termed the "gold 
standard period." 
And that is "how 


silver was assassinated" by its friends 
long prior to 1873.

Was thut also tho reason why tho Sen- 


ators from Nevada. California and Or- 
egon, all mining states, voted to strike 
out thosilvordollar, while Senator Sher- 
man voted against it? This is one of 
tho points oh which Coin's Financial 
Fool did not find it convenient to dwell. 
Ho had nothing to say about it to his 
class of financiers, He and his backers 
in Montana aro ''a unit" in carefully 
avoiding ull mention of tho fact.

Decatur to Have the Postal Tele- 


graph Cable Service in the 


Near Future. 


It Means Better Telegraph Service 


Our Citizens— Will Ask for 


an Ordinance. 


for 


It is probable that within a few 


months Decatur will have a new com- 
mercial telegraph service, with a fully 
equipped 
office established at some 


central point in the city. It will be the 
PostalJTelcgraph-Cable company, in con- 
nection with the Commercial (Mackay- 
Bennett) Cables, which connect with all 
points in the world. 


E. J. Nallv, assistant general superin- 


tendent, and C, M. Baker, superinten- 
dent of construction, both of Chicago, 
representing the Postal Telegraph com- 
pany, were iu tho city to-day, and both 
gentlemen paid the REJUBLKJAN a call in 
company with Attorney J. J. Finn. The 
gentlemen were iu Decatur strictly for 
business, and mot many merchants who 
were glad to learn that plans were being 
laid to establish the new company in 
Decatur. 


The Postal company will ask the city 


council to pass an ordinance granting it 
the privilege to put up one lino of polos 
and string wires in tho city. Messrs. 
Nally and Baker believe that tho privi- 
lege will be granted Monday night, and 
if it is then plans will bo perfected at 
once to establish tho business of the 
new company in the city. 


Thero will bo no cut in tho rates. The 


prices will bo the same as those charged 
by the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany, but it is promised that the service 
will be thoroughly satisfactory. The 
company has extended 
its wires to 


Bloomington and will bring thorn down 
the Illinois Central right of way through 
Clinton to Decatur. The Postal com- 
pany has 4,000 offices permanently es- 
tablished aud is extending its linos 
steadily every year.

Shares Must be Taxed. 


Attorney General Molonoy yesterday 


rendered an opinion that the statutes 
impose the burden of taxation upon the 
shares of stock in homestead and loan 
associations 
upon 
tho 
shareholders, 


but iu determining tho value of tho 
shares Buch real estate as tho asso- 
ciation muy own should first bo clo- 
duelcd. Stock is assessable by the local 
assessor of the county in which the 
shareholder resides. 
Shares of stock 


owned by persons who reside outside of 
a state are assessable by tho local as 
sessor at the principal place of business 
of tho association. 


Thero is no way under the law to com- 


pel tho secretary of an association to 
disclose to tho assessor the names of 
stockholders and tho amount of stock 
hold by them. If a man has real estate 
worth 82,000, has borrowed 81,000 from 
on association, and holds 81,000 as stock 
in the association, he should be assessed 
on both his real estate and stock.

Ho'w Jim Slmrna Beoame the Hero 


of the Banoh. 


Be Started Out to Help the Old Man. Bat

Late one evening1 Bill Simrns, says 


the American Field and Farm, satv a 
bear in a g-ulch just across the crock 
from the ranchhouse. . A steer had 
died up there a few days before, and 
evidently the bear had discovered , it.

some extent; also wheat and othei 
cereals on bad lan;ls.

clover and timothy doing fairly; re- 
planting corn in many places that was 
damaged by cutworms. 


Kansas—Cool, dry with frosts un 


favorable to crops; no improvement in 
wheat, oats, rye or pastures. Corn, 
potatoes and gardens growing1 slowly 
but cut worms and chinch bugs injurj 
ing some corn. 


Missouri —Low temperature retarded 


all crops. Frost did much damaga 
to wheat, corn, potatoes, gardens am' 
fruits in eastern und northwest coun 
ties: elsewhere the damage is slight or 
confined to botton land.

EY A NITROGLYCERINE EXPLOSION 


At the California Powder Works at 


Pineole, Cal.—The Whole Plant De- 


molished, at a Loss of a Quar- 


ter Million of Dollars. 


PINEOT.E, Cal., May u>2.—At 10:45 yes- 


:erday morning the 
nitroglycerine 


louse of the California powder works 
at Piueole blew up, killing five white 
men and wounding two others. Nine 
Chinamen were also killed and three 
njurcd. 
It is believed thata Chinaman dropped 
i can of nitroglycerine, and the con- 
cussion caused the general blow up. 
Che force of the explosion was tre- 
mendous. 
Huge trees were thrown 


ialf a mile into the bay. Nitroglycer- 
ne tanks weighing a ton apiece are 
>00 3Tards distant from the scene. 
Toes, hands and other mutilated re- 
mains of the dead were picked up a 
, mile away. 
They were literally 


wept into eternity without warning, 
'or the preliminary explosion was fol- 
owed by a general one with scarcely a 
second's interval. 


The nitroglycerine house first went 


•up, then the mixing1 house and the store 
louse and gun cotton departments. 
The nitroglycerine house, ol which 
not a vestige now remains, was a 
three-story structure, 200xf>0 feet. It 
contained S,090 pounds of nitroglyccr- 
ne and 12,000 pounds of hercules pow- 
der. 


Taylor was foreman of the mixing 


louse. The remains of Johnson and 
Flarry 
Monaugh 
are recognizable, 


though in a badly mutilated condi- 
tion, the faces and upper part of the 
Ljodies being iutact. The leg's and 
arms arc cither gone or crushed into 
an unrecognizable shape. The other 
men were torn into bits, as were also 
the Chinamen. 


Kelow, where 
the 1 powder house 


stood, and on the hillside around, 
white men and Chinamen, were hunt- 
ing all clay among" the debris which 
covers the ground for the remains of 
the unforttinatg. 
33its of flesh were 


gathered up in gunny sacks and car- 
ried to the guarding house, where the 
*.e\v remains that can be found are 
saved for burial. 


Where the glyclerine house stood is 


now a heap of rubbish surrounding a 
preat hole blown into the ground by 
the force of the explosion. 
All build- 


ings surrounding the ouc in which the 
explosion occurred, and distant from 
it for from one to two hundred yards, 
arc more or less demolished. 
Every 


person about the mills was thrown 
down by the force of the explosion, 
and many move injuries are reported. 
How the explosion occurred is a, mys- 
tery. 


A, V. Pollock, acting superintendent, 


inspected the glycerine works three 
times yesterday morning before the 
explosion occurred, the last time at 10 
o'clock when everything was found to 
be all right. Pollock will not state 
what he believes to have been the 
cause of the explosion, but he says he 
has a theory. 


Three years ago there was a similar 


explosion, but it was unattended by 
such loss of life. 


The Chiuaraen who are uninjured 


nre in a state of demoralization, as, in 
fact, are t'.ic white men, and no one 
will say anything about its cause. 
Seventy-five Chinamen and 100 white 
men were employed. The loss is esti- 
mated at $250,000. The work of rebuild- 
ing will commence to-day.
